I congratulate you upon your speedy organization, 
' = and accept it as an earnest that we shall have a harmo- 

' nious and useful session. By the Act of Congress 

' organizing this Territory, the law-making power is vested 
: : in the Governor and Legislative Assembly. The re- 
| : sponsibility is great, but it is our duty to so use the 

’ trusts committed to our keeping as best to promote the 
' general welfare. i 
There is much that is important for us to do. The, 
length of your session is fixed by law, and we should so 
use the time allotted to us, as to be able to complete the 
legislation so much needed. Not unmindful, I trust, of 
that courtesy which should always characterize the offi- 
cial conduct of co-ordinate departments in their rela- 
tions with each other, I submit that, in my judgment, 
| much of the legislation of this Territory, ii the past, 
has been incomplele, and unsatisfactory. 

We cannot ignore the fact that there has been much 
confusion, and difficulty, in attempting to enforce the 
= laws of the Territory, in the past ; and that such cone 
| fusion and difficulty, now exist. Much, if not all of 
. these conflicts, and vexatious uncertainties, have arisen, ~ 
directly, from defective, or improper legislation. 
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It is our imperative duty to remedy tliese evils ; and 
I trust that we shall be able to bring order out of con- 
fusion, and, from the fragments, build a temple so per- 
fect, so complete in all of its parts, as to shield every 
citizen, and protect, alike, the rights of all. 

By. an inspection of the Territorial Statuteg, it will 
be seen that many of the laws, now being enforced, were 
“Ordained by the General Assembly of the State of 


- Deseret,” a quasi organization which existed prior to the 


organization of this Territory, by Congress, but, never 
possessed of any validity. True these laws were “adopted” 
by a Joint Resolution of the Territorial Legislature. 


- But that is insufficient. It may, with reason, be ques- 
tioned whether the Legislative Assembly can legislate_ 


upon any: subject, by Joint Resolution. I do not think 
it can. The Legislature was clothed. by Congress, with 
full power to legislate upon all rightful subjects, in the 
form. prescribed by the Organic Act. That is to say 
that each enactment should be had, separately, -signed and 
approved by the Governor, and submitted to Congress for 
approval. It cannot be claimed that any of these laws 
“Ordained by the General Assembly of the State of 
Deseret,” and adopted by Joint Resolution, ever received 
the approval of tze Governor; and this is absolutely essen- 
tial to make them of any binding force and effect. It may 
‘be claimed that these are questions to be determined only 
‘by the Courts. It is answered that itis the province, and 
the duty, of the l:w-making power, to pass upon the suf- 
‘ficiency. and validity;.of -all laws, and to make such correc 
‘tions, as, in their judgment, may seem necessary. I there- 
fore. call your special attention to all laws of the class 
referred to, and ask that such as may be deemed essential, 
be enacted, separately, and that all others be declared void.

EDUCATION. 


- ‘In my Message to the Legislative Assembly, at its 
last session, I urged the early establishment of a-good and 
efficient system of Common Schools, but nothing was done. 
- ` “Knowing, as I do, that intelligence constitutes the very. 
life of the Republic, the shield-of: our liberties as a.people;, 
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{ cinnot foo strongly appeal to you`to take such action at, 
this Session, as will secure the object so much desired b% 
all good citizens. i 

It:is not my, purpose to specify what a School Law. 
should contain, in all -its parts, but to leave much to your 
judgmert in the premises. mS 

Every. observer of society, every reader of history; 
every student of political economy, knows that educated 
mind, refined society, and free government, are inseparable 
and as evely citizea, alike, shares the blessings, and bene- 
fits, of good government, so all, alike, should be required, 
to contribute to that which gives to it its greatest strength. 
I know of no-good Yeason why the rich man, who has no 
child en of his own, to-educate,.should not be compelled, 
by law, to contribute of his means, to educate the children 
of his neighbor, who.is poor, and unable of himself to do 
so. And, so with. the man of wealth, who, besides edu- 
cating his own, children, is able to do more. _ 

_ Justice, good citizenship, every impulse of a highe 

civilization, demand: that such should give of their sub- 
stance to this great work, and I would compel it by law. 
Let such a system of taxation be adopted as will accumu- 
late a fund, which will be sufficient for the establishment 
of a thorough system of free schools throughout our bor- 
ders. Free Schools are among the highest: evidences of 
civilization ; and I cannot refrain from expressing the hope 
that the time is not far distant, and soon will come, when a 
iberal education will be placed within the reach of every 
child within the Republic. And I would not have Utah 
behind in this great work. 


Give to’the people a thorough system of Free Schools, 
that our prospective new State may be built upon the solid 
foundation of intellectual strength. In this connection per- 
mit me to suggest, that all moneys arising from fines, and 
forfeitures, should be given to the General School Fund ; 
thus compelling the violators of the law, to contribute to 
the good of society, by promoting the cause of education: 


I call your attention, also, to'an act, entitled “An Act | 


providing for the management of certain property,” ap- 
proved January 20th; 1854, which: provides “ That thg 
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- Probate Judge in each County, is empowered, and required 

to take possession of all property left by any deceased, or 
- abscondent person, when there is no legal claimant known, 
or sufficiently near to see to it in season; and shall forth- 
with appraise, and make two lists of said property, and 
keep one on file, and forward one to the Treasurer of the 
“ Perpetual’ Emigration Fund,” and that at the earliest 
practicable date, the Probate Judge shall place that property, 
or the avails thereof, in the possession of said Fund, the 
value thereof to remain until proven away by a legal claim- 
ant, when said Judge shall give an order therefor on the 
Treasurer.” 

By an act entitled an “Act Amending, confirming, 
and legalizing an Ordinance incorporating the ‘ Perpetual 
Emigration Fund Company,” approved January 12th, 
1856, said “Company ” was placed exclusively under the 
supervision, management, and control, of the “Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints;” and the entire pro- 
ceeds of the business of the Company was made to inure 
to the benefit of the “Perpetual Emigration Fund.” Thus, 
practically, giving all moneys, arising from the estate of 
deceased persons, in the absence of a legal claimant, to the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, to be used for 
church purposes, The propriety of so using these moneys 
is seriously questioned. 

Such funds are in the nature of an inheritance, by the 
people, and as such, belong, alike, to every person in the 
Territory. Moneys that cannot, rightfully, be used to pro- 
mote the interests of any one class of persons, to the ex- 
clusion of any other class. Will any one pretend to say that 
there are not as good reasons to be offered in favor of its 
use to promote the interests of the Catholics, the Episco- 
palians, the Presbyterians, the Methodists, or any other 
denomination of Christians, as can be advanced in behalf of 
the “Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints.” There 
ean be but one answer,—all, alike, are without any right to 
any part thereof. Itis in violation of the fundamental doc- 
trines upon which the Republic is founded, to permit any 
- Church, or the people of any religious belief, to share any 
privileges whieh are not accorded, alike, to all. It is not 
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sufficient to say that where a large majority of the people 
are of a particular religious faith, they, possessing the po- 
litical power, have the right to control the revenues of a 
country, in such a manner, as, to them, may seem just and 
proper. Governments were not established for the benefit 
of majorities, but for the purpose of protecting minorities. 

Individual rights, and not collective rights, constitute 
the true foundations of all just Governments. Hence it 
follows that if there is any number of men, however small 
that number may be, who object to the moneys acquired in 
this way, being used by any Church, for any purpose what- 
ever, where they do not derive an equal benefit therefrom, 
with every other citizen, it is the duty of the law-making 
power, to correct the evil, and protect them in their rights. 
And I doubt not you, will agree with me, that, for these 
reasons, the law which places these moneys under the con- 
trol of a particular Church, should be repealed, and a law 
enacted in its stead, requiring that all revenues of that 
nature, when acquired, shall be so used as to benefit every 
citizen alike. 

To accomplish this, I recommend that a law of Es- 
cheats be enacted, and that all estates escheating to the 
Territory, be given to the general school fund. And I 
also recommend that the “ Perpetual Emigration Fund 
Company” be required to surrender all moneys or other 
property of that character, now in their possession, to be 
used for the same! purpose. l 

Inasmuch as the law organizing the “ Perpetual Emi- 
gration Fund Company,” does not require its officers to 
make any report of its doings to arly one, it is impossible 
for me to communicate to you the amount of the fund so 
accumulated ; but as the Company has been in operation 
eighteen years, it is fair to presume that a large amount is 
now on hand, which should be made available, at once, for 
educational purposes. 


THE COURTS, 


That our courts are in a lamentable condition is appa- 
rent to all. It is said that the Territorial Marshal is not, 
and cannot be legally elected, under the law, as it now 
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stands.: That the act of the Legislative Assembly, creating” 
the office and providing for the filling of the same, is void, 
for the reason that it is in express violation of . the seventh 
“Section of the Organic Act. It is said that the Probate: 
Courts, rightfally, have no equity, or criminal Jurisdiction, 
and yet exercise both. It is said that the jury law is de- 
fective, and that no panel can be drawn, under the present 
law that will be legal. To all these points I call your 
` special attention: 
- . The rapid growth of ‘the enion in population and 
wealth, and enterprise, and the vast amount of capital seek- 
ing. investment in our midst, make ıt all important that. 
remedies at law be made speedy and certain. As it now is 
properties, of incalculable value, arein constant jeopardy, 
- and citizens of profitable business and honest purpose, are 
subjected to the villainies of the unscrupulous, without the 
medns of protection. We have it in our power to correct: 
these evils, and it is our duty to do so. Let the law which. 
provides for the election of the Territorial Marshal, by the. 
joint vote of the Legislative Assembly, be repealed, and a, 
law enacted, in its stead, which will be in accordance with 
the provision of the Organic Act. 

Let the jurisdiction of the Probate Courts be clearly 
defined, depriving them, by positive enactment, of all equi-. 
ty, and.criminal jurisdiction, and confining them, strictly,» 
to, Probate business, and let the Jury system be so correct-. 
ed that’a panel can be had: whose verdict will be legal and; 
binding. It is-unnecessary; I trust, for me to say, that, in 

tters of so-much importance, it.is our duty to rise, above. 
all preconceived opinions, and labor,’ alone, for the public’ 
rood. That.such will be your course of poom I have no. 
fönt tons y ai 
_ TERRITORIAL OFFICERS. 

` Tn, this connection, permit me to call ‘your Set at 
tention to the legal Status of the Territorial officers.’ à 

The seventh section of the Organic Act provides that 
all Territorial officers shall'be nominated by the Governor, 
and confirmed: by the Legislative ‘Council. 

. The Legislative Assembly have provided for the‘ elec, 
Gan ofall Territorial officers by the joint vote ‘of the two 
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Houses of that body, independent of the Governor. That 


| this is in violation of the Organic Act is evident. 
K All of the Territorial offices are now filled in accordance 
' with the provisions of Acts of the Legislative Assembly, ` 
: and, I doubt not, you will agree with me, that their election, 
without the nomination of the Governor, in legal contem- 
»  plation, is a nullity, The officers, so elected, are the Attor- 
i ney General, Marshal, Treasurer, Librarian, Auditor of 
*  Publi¢ Accounts, Superintendent of Public Instructidn, 
Warden of the Penitentiary, and Notaries Public. We can- 
not ignore the fact that the question of the legality of the 
‘ election of the officers enumerated, has been a fr titful source 
© of much vexation, trouble, and uncertainty, producing dis-— 
; trust and delay, in our courts, thereby doing a serious pub- 
‘Jie injury. Our duty is plain. Let all the laws providing 
: forthe election of Territorial officers, by the Legislative 
_ Assembly, be repealed, and a law enacted, instead, provid- 
' ing for the filling of such in accordance with the require- 
| + ments of the Act of Congress organizing the Territory. 


PENITENTIARY. 


I call your special attention to the condition and man- 
agement of the Penitentiary. In my judgment its present 
condition is far from being satisfactory, and I call upon you 
to make the necessary correction. 

The office of Warden of the Penitentiary is one of 
great responsibility, requiring vigilance, Judgment, kind- 
ness of heart, executive ability, and integrity. Under the 
direction and control of such an officer, the management of a 
prison is an easy matter. And in view of the peculiar char- 

_ acter of the duties of a Warden, I respectfully suggest that 

as much power over the internal affairs of the prison, in the 

management of convicts, as‘good judgment will permit, be 
conferred upon that officer. Section four of an Act entitled 
“ An Act in relation to the Penitentiary,” approved January 
20th, 1860, confers upon the “ Board of Directors of the 
Utah Penitentiary” the power to appoint the Clerk, Over- 

7 seers, Guards, and all other necessary officers of the Peni- 

| tentiary. The selection and: employment of all subordinate 
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officers of the Penitentiary naturally belong to the Warden, 
who, alone, cán judge of the fitness of persons for these 
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-delicate and important trusts. And I recommend that the | 


section referred to, be repealed, and that the Warden be . 
made the recipient of such power. And further, by an‘ Act 
entitled “ An Act further defining the duties of the officers 
of the Penitentiary, and for other purposes,” approved Jan- 
uary 18th, 1861, the Board ôf Directors of the Penitentiary 


‘are authorized to lease the Penitentiary, Warden House, 


and other buildings connected therewith, together with the 
convicts, to parties who may bid therefor ; and in the event 
that the Penitentiary and convicts are not rented, by the 
Board of Directors, the Warden is authorized to hire the 
convicts out. I do not approve of this. 

The Penitentiary, and the buildings connected there- 


‘with, are the property of the United States, and as such, 


the Legislative authority of the Territory has no right to 
authorize aay person, or persons, to lease them, under any 
circumstances. Nor do I approve of that portion of the 
Act in question which authorizes the Warden to hire out 
the prisoners- to such parties, and for such purposes, as he 
may deem proper. The central idea of punishment for 
crimes, of a lesser grade than those punished with death, so . 
far as it applies to the criminal, in person, is his reformation ` 


from the paths of vice, and his restoration to good citizen- 


ship. Everything, therefore, which in prison-life tends to 
degrade and humiliate the convicts, should be prohibited by 
law. Under the present system, convicts have been made 
to labor upon the streets of our Capital, and in the most 
public places. Humanity revolts at the idea of compelling 
human beings to perform labor, as convicts, with a ball and 
chain, and the uniform of prison life, in the midst of the 
busy throng, constantly subjected to the gaze of the curious, 


‘or in contact, it may be, with relatives and ‘friends. The 
“Jaw allowing such treatment ought to be repealed, and the 
.Warden compelled to keep the convicts in the Penitentiary. 


Under the present law the singular spectaclé is presented 
of a Penitentiary without a convict in it; the prisoners 


being kept in county jails, in cribs, and in such places as 


the Worden may deem proper. _ 
MERIT MARKS. : 
To the end that good behavior may be encouraged 
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among the convicts, I recommend that you establish a sys- 

tem of merit-marks, crediting good behavior, which shall 

entitle the convict to a deduction of a certain number of 
days from the term of his sentence. This system has been: 
tried in some of the sister States, and has produced good 

- results, and I hope it will be adopted in Utah. 

Under the law as it now is, ten hours per day, of hard 
labor, may be exacted of convicts, and while it is admitted 
that the guilty should be punished for wrong-doing, I ain‘ 
©  @ option, considering the degradations, and hardshi s `- 

« «  igon life, that ten hours hard labor, for each day, is 

harsh, and unnecessary. The voice of humanity pleads in 

their behalf. Governments should be generous and kind 
to the unfortunate ones who fall into the clutches of violated 
law, and, heeding its appeal, I recommend that the law be 
so amended as to require only eight hours of labor from the 

' inmates of the Penitentiary. And I also recommend that 

the Governor of the Territory be authorized and required 

| + to inquire into the management of the Penitentiary and its — 

' inmates, and all county jails, giving to such officer power 

“to correct abuses, and aid in improving the discipline of 

' ; such prisons. 

a PARDONING POWER. 
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The pardoning power, lodged with the Governor by 

the Organic Act, is one of the most delicate, and, at the 
same time, one of the most important trusts committed to 
his keeping. And often it is exceedingly difficult forttie ~ 
Executive to determine whether a pardon should be grant- . 
ed, left as he now is, without any means of knowing the 
nature of the evidence upon which conviction; was had. 
' To the end that a helping hand may be extended tothe 
Executive, and justice promoted, I urge you to enact a 
' law, requesting the prosecuting officer, in all criminal 
cases, when convictions are had, whether for offences 
against the laws of the United States, or the Territory 
of Utah, to prepare a full “synopsis of the evidence ad- 
: duced on. the trial, and forward the same to the Govor- 
; nor of the Territory, by him to be kept for reference, 
' should applications for pardons or reprieves be made. 
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CRIMINAL PRACTICE ACT. i 

I call your attention to the fact that there is now, 
substantially, no Criminal Practice Act in this Territory, 
and I earnestly recommend the enactment of such a law, 
governing legal proceedings in criminal cases, as will 
meet this public want. To facilitaté your efforts, and 
lessen your labors in this behalf, permit me to suggest, 
that yuu adopt the Criminal Code of one of the sister 
States, built up, and perfected, by years of trial and ex- 
perience, making such modifications and additions, as 
will adapt it to the wants, and harmonize it with the 
laws of the Territory. l 

SALARIES. 


An inspection of the laws of Utah discloses the 
fact, as peculiar as it is unfortunate, that no provision is 
made for the compensation of Territorial Officers. The 
idea of service, founded in justice, and equity, implies 
compensation. And this obligation is as strong between 
the Government and its Officers, as it i$ between indi- 
viduals. And in all cases where the services of the, 
citizen are required, itis the duty of the power requir- 
ing such services, to fix, and determine, in advauce, what 
the compensation shall be. The practice in Utah, hith- 
erto, has been to require the services of Territorial 
Officers, and fix a salary by appropriation, in the nature 
of a Relief Bill, after such service has been rendered. 
This is not just. It leaves the officer, after having given 
his time and attention to the duties of his office, wholly 
at the mercy of the Legislature, who may fail, neglect, 
or refuse, to make compensation, leaving the public ser- 
vant without remedy. It is our duty to make it impos- 
sible that injustice may be done; and, to that end, I 
recommend that ensohable salaries for all Territorial 
Officers be fixed by law, to be paid from the Territorial 
Treasury. 

i MILITIA. ~ 


Inasmuch as the militia organization known as the’ 


- Nauvoo Legion, has been a fruitful source of trouble in 
the past, it is proper that I should call your attention to 
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the law upon that subject, and ask you to make such 
corrections as the circumstances may demand. 

Section 1, of an act, entitled “An Act for the or- 
ganization of the Militia of the Territory of Utah,” 
approved January 15, 1857, provides that the “Lieut. 
Gen. of the Nauvoo Legion, aided by six, or more com- 
missioned officers, of the line or staff, to be selected by 
him,” shall be authorized and empowered “to draft and 
adopt a system of laws and regulations for the militia 
of the Territory of Utah,” and “to create and fill such 
offices, as are, or may be necessary for its organization,” 
which “laws and regulations’ were to be in full force 
“from and after their publication.” 

In the month of July, of the same year, the com- 
mittee, so appointed, “published” a “system of regula- 
tions” and that system of regulations, constitutes the 
only militia law of this Territory. That “system of reg- 
ulations’ was never reported back to the Legislature, 
never passed the two Houses, never received the appro- 
val of the Governor. It is simply the unfinished work 
of a committee, and, as such, can have no binding force 
and effect. To the end that a militia organization may 
be perfected, by the authority of law, I recommend the 
passage of a law providing for the organization of a ini- 
litia, the legality of which cannot be questioned. - 

ELECTIONS. 

The right to ‘vote is the highest manifestation of sov- 
ercignty, the most sacred privilege of American citizenship, 
and whatever hinders the tree and untrammeled expression 
of the will of the voter at the polls, is wrong, and should not ~- 
be tolerated. I do not think that the election law of this 
Territory, now in force, is »*good one. Section 5, of an 
Act entitled “An Act regulating elections,” approved Jan- 
uary 3d, 1853, provides that “Each elector shall provide 
himself with a vote containing the names of the persons he 
wishes elected, and the offices he would have them fill, and 
present it, neatly folded, to the Judge of the election, who 
shall number and deposit it in the ballot box; the Clerk 
shall then write the name of the elector, and opposite it the 
number of his vote.” 
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All experience has shown that voting viva voce, or by 
a numbered ballot, is liable to subject the citizen to a de- 
grading surveillance, and prevents that free expression of 
his will that lies at the very foundation of our system of 
government. I donot hesitate to say that I am unalterably 
opposed to all such. They are but the whip which may be 
used by the strong to drive the weak and compel submis- 
sion to their wishes. And for the credit of Utah, I urge 

, you to abolish the numbering of the ballot, and give to the 
people, instead, a secret ballot, the only safeguard of our 
liberties, making it impossible for one citizen to know how 
another citizen voted, or to improperly influence his vote. 
There is now no law fixing the time when the canvass of 
votes shall be had, and certificates of election issued. Nor 
is there any provision allowing any other than the Probate 
Judge, County Clerk, and Selectman, to be present at the 
counting of the votes. 

I suggest to you that a time should be fixed by law 
for the canvassing of the votes, and that any person voted 
for at such election shall have the privilege, if he so desire, 
to be present at such counting. 

CIVIL PRACTICE AGT. 


I think the Civil Practice Act is defective in mary ` 
respects; and without calling your attention to the many 
changes needed, I suggest that a revision of the same at 
this session is necessary. And further, I respectfully sug- 
gest, that in my judgment, it would be well whenever on 
the trialof any action at law in the District Courts, it shall 
be found to turn on important or doubtful principles of law, 
to authorize a special verdict to be found. And I would 
also provide that in all cases where the parties agree upon 
the facts, that such agreement, when signed by the parties 
or their attorneys, shall be made a part of the record; and 
that all questions of law ‘arising on special verdicts, agreed 
cases, motions for new trial, and the like, arising in any 
manner in. District Courts, in law or equity, may be 
transferred mto the Supreme Court for decision, conferring 
upon the Supreme Court the right to give judgment, re- 
mand the cause, or make an order according to the law and 
justice of the case. 
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DEEDS. 
I call your attention to the fact that there is not now, 
nor has there ever been, any satisfactory statute in this 


‘Territory regulating conveyancing; no law prescribing how 


a deed shall be executed, nor requiring the registration of 
the same. Thus leaving the entire real estate transactions of 
the Territory in that anomalous condition which must nec- 
essarily result in much confusion and vexatious litigation in 
the future. I cannot urge you too strongly to give this 
matter, so important to every citizen, so necessary to our 
future weal, your early attention. 


STATUTE OF FRAUDS. 


In this connection I call your attention to the fact that 
we have no Statute of Frauds. We need such a Statute, 
and I cannot refrain from expressing the hope that you will 
meet this public want without delay. 


t MARRIAGE. 


In my message to the Legislative Assembly, at its ses- 
sion in 1872, I urged that body to enact a law upon the sub- 
ject of marriage; but I regret to say that nothing was done. 
There is now no one in this Territory, authorized by law, 
to unite persons in wedlock. That there should be is ap- 
parent to all. And I recommend that all ministers of the 
gospel, regularly ordained as such, and all Judges of the 
Courts of Record, and all Justices of the Peace, be author- 
ized by law to pronounce the marriage ceremony. The mar- 
riage relation lies at the foundation of all good society; and 
I doubt not that you will agree with me, that all rights, 
incident to that sacred relation, should be clearly defined 
and firmly established by a plain and positive Statute, and 
I hope that it will be done at: this session. While I do not 
wish to present to you, in detail, the many features that 
should be contained in the law, you will permit me to sug- 
gest, that in my judgment, a marriage license should be 
required of all persons before they can be united in wed- 
lock, which license should be issued by the County Clerk 
of the County in which the parties reside, requiring such 
Clerk to keep a record of all such licenses issued by him, 
I would also require all persons uniting parties in wedlock 
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to furnish the County Clerk with a certificate of such mar- 
riage, to be recorded by him in a book kept for that pur- 
pose. And it would be well to make it a crime for any per- 
son to unite parties in marriage who have not first procured 
a license therefor. 

RIGHTS OF MARRIED PERSONS. 


Section 4, of an Act, entitled An Act to protect the 
Rights of Married Persons, approved February 16, 1872, 
declares that “The right of dower shall not exist in this 
Territory.” I approved that Bill; but after due reflec- 
tion, I am satisfied that in so doing I made a mistake, 
And I recommend that that portion of the act referred 
to.be repealed at this session. 


SECRETARY'S FEE, 


The Second Section of the Act of Congress organ- 
izing this Territory, makes it the duty of the Governor to 
“ commission all officers who shall be appointed to office 
under the laws of this Territory.” Inasmuch as most of 
the labor connected therewith is performed by the Secretary 
of the Territory, without compensation, I recommend that 
a reasonable fee be allowed such officer to be paid by the- 
person receiving such commission. 


PROBATE JUDGES. 


Section 23 of an Act entitled “An Act in relation to 
the Judiciary,” approved January 18th, 1855, provides that 
“ Judges of Probate for the several counties shall be elected 
by the joint vote of the Legislative Assembly. I recom- 
mend the repeal of that Seetion, and ask that such officers 
be elected by the people. Many arguments could be ad- 
vanced in favor of the change, but I deem it unnecessary. 
The genius of our Government, so well understood by every . 
citizen, requires that the right to select their own officers be 
exercised by the people, who are the immediate source of 
all authority ; and I would have it so in Utah, so far as it 
can be done, under the act of Congress organizing the 
Territory. 

Permit me, also, to suggest that there is great need 
of a Probate Practice Act, systematizing the practice in 
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probate business. We also need a Statute on descent, and 
distribution of the estates of deceased persons. 
BRANCH MINT. 

The establishment of a Branch Mint by the General 
Government at some central point in this Territory, has 
become an absolute necessity. And I urge you to memo- 
rialize Congress upon that subject, and to use all proper 
means at your command to secure that which is so much

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

Of Utah, so rich in mineral wealth and so full of promise, 
but little is known in a scientific sense, and I recommend 
that a Geological Survey of the Territory be authorized, 
and that an appropriation of money be made, by you, suf- 
ficient to meet the expenses of the same. 

INCORPORATIONS. 

Section 1, of an Act entitled “An Act providing for 
Incorporating Associations, for Mining, Manufacturing, 
Commercial, and other Industrial pursuits,” approved Feb- 
ruary 18th, 1870, requires that two-thirds of the whole num- 
ber of Directors of all Corporations organized within the 
Territory shall be residents of the Territory. Capitalists, 
from all parts of the Republic, aré making investments in 
our midst, for mining, manufacturing, and other purposes ; 
and in the organization of Companies, under the law as it 
now stands, they are compelled to select a majority of their 
Directors from persons, residents here, who have no per- 
sonal interest whatever in the enterprise over which they 
are to exercise control. The effect of such a law is to pre- 
vent capital from coming to the Territory. I hope that it 
may be repealed. Before dismissing this subject I would 
also suggest that all Incorporations organized in this Terri- 
tory be réquired to file théir Articles of Incorporation in the 
office of the Secretary ofthe Territory. l 

FINANCE. 


I ata happy to be able to communicate to you that 
the financial condition of the Territory: is all that cari 
be‘¢esired.. The Territory is:free from all indebtedness, 
and now has a balance in the Treasury of $35,655. 47; 
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For a more detailed statement I refer you to the 
Reports of the Treasurer and Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, copies of which are herewith transmitted. 


CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION. z 


The United States Centennial Commission; by a 
circular, issued November 12, 1873, invited each State 
and Territory, to appoint a Board of Managers to act in 
conjunction with the Centennial Commissioners of the 
several States and Territories, in making preparation for 
a proper representation at the Centennial Celebration of 
American Independence, to be holden in the city of 
Philadelphia, in the year 1876. 


The suggestion is a good one, and I recommend that 
such Board be created, and ask that you appropriate a 
sum of money sufficient to enable them to make such 
preparation, as will reflect credit upon the people of the 
Territory. 

CONCLUSION. 


It is impossible for me at this time to present to 
you, in detail, all the legislation which is needed in the 
Territory ; but it is your duty to extend a helping hand. 
And, in conclusion, permit me to express the hope that 
a spirit of harmony, and good will, may preside over 
all your deliberations ; that prudence, and sound judg- 
ment may characterize your legislation ; and that, in 
the end much good may be done. -

-sion for this purpose. l 

While at work on the compilation, I was in frequent 
communication with the public printer to ascertain when 
he would be ready to commence printing the same, and 
on the twenty-fourth day’ of October, 1872, the compila- 
tion being then ready for the press, was deposited with 
the public printer, and remained in his possession until 

_some time last Fall, when it was taken away, while the 
‘laws passed at the last session of Congress which were 
applicable to the Territory, were-added to it. 

The Printer commenced ‘work on the compilation 
about the first of the present month, and has considera- 

D ble of it now in type, but when it'will be completed we 
cannot say definitely riow, but believe it is the intention 
of the printer to continue at the work until it is com- 
pleted. The copy is all ready for the press, with margi- 
nal notes, but the index and table of contents cannot, of 
course, be prepared until the body of the work is in 
type. :

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 


It is my duty to make such recommendations to you, 
from time to time, as I may deem necessary. 

Pursuant to that requirement, your attention is 
called to the fact that in the absense of any law prohibit» 
ing it, it is now the practice, in this Territory, to elect one 
person to more than one office at the same time. 

It is a principal in our government, too well under- 
stood to require argument, that the several departments 
should be kept separate and distinct from each other. ` 
_ An inspection of. the record of the Executive De- 
partment shows that among the members of the present 
Legislative Assembly, there are seven Probate Judges, 
three County Clerks, two Mayors of cities who are ex- 
officio Justices of the Peace, and one Territorial Warden 
of the Penitentiary, namely—Councilor Jesse N. Smith, 
County Clerk, Iron County; Councilor Arthur Stayner, 
County Clerk, Davis County; Councilor A. O. Smoot, 
- Mayor, Provo City, and ex-officio J. P., Utah County; 
Councilor L. E. Harrington, Mayor, American Fork; and 
ex-officio J. P., Utah County; Representative John R. 
Murdock, Probate Judge, Beaver County; Representative 
William Morrison, Probate Judge, Sevier County; Rep-

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


Your Memorial to the Senate and House of Repre- 

sentatiyes of the Congress of the United States, asking 
for the appointment of a Committee of Investigation, is 
| herewith returned without my signature. ` 

You recite, in your Memorial, that “ A large major- 

| ity of the people of this Territority are accused of dis- 
| loyalty, insubordination, and’ other violations of the 
| Constitution and Laws of the United States.” 
I am not aware that “a large majority of the people 
| of this Territory” are so accused, or believed so to be. | 
| That there are those who have been so accused, is con-. 
ceded. “But is that a matter for Congressional investi- 
gation? Must-Congress sit in judgment, by Committee, 
| whenéver and wherever citizens are accused. of wrong- 
doing? 1 think not, and therefore I would not ask it. 
It will only result in injury to the Territory, and subject ` 
| you to the charge of doing so for the purpose of delay. 
| And in view of the fact, I, as Governor, required as I 
| am bythe Organic Act, and by my Official Oath, to see 
| “that the laws shall be faithfully executed,” have been. 
| continuously confronted een violations of the. laws 
| 1 
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of Congress, without the ability to force obedience 
thereto, because of defective and inimical Legislation, 
and have, as duty required; ;represented the facts to the 
Federal Authorities, and the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory. To ask, or expect me to join you in con- 
demning my own official acts, by. pronouncing them 

“ absolutely untrue,” and made “ with malicious intent,” 
isa gad commentary upon the judgment and good taste 


-` of those who ask it. That I cannot do so is certain. 


What I have done in ‘the premises, I have- done under- 
standingly, prompted alone by a desire to promote the 
best interest of the Territory; and IT’ shall. do so again, 
should cireumstances require it. The. chargé that there 
_is insubordination, and other violations of .the.Constitu- 
tion and Laws of the United States, in this Territory, is 
either true or false ; let the facts: be.submitted. All will 
agree. that the primal object of Government, is the pro- 
tection of the citizen in-his-rights.. That ‘the laws of, 
this Territory, as they now stand, are inadequate to 
accomplish that end, cannot be. deniéd, ‘There has not 
been a:jury empannelled in this Territory for more than 
three years, whose verdict would have been valid, nor 
can there be under-the laws'now in force. Such are the 
decisions of the District and Supreme . Courts of the 
Territory, and such therefore is the law. Life, liberty, 
and property, are atthe mercy.of the lawless and dis- 
honest, without the possibility. of protection.. : You have’ 
been called upon ta furnish thë reniedy. The power to 
do se is in our hands. If wedo not give the needed: 
Legislation, Congress must, or anarchy will -ensue. ! 
+» Again, in the Tth Section of the Act: organizing this: 
Territory, Congress gave to the Governor the ‘power, by: 
and with the advice ,and consent of. the: Legislative’ 
Council, to appoint. all officers above the grade of County: 
officers. In disregard of the .right thus conferred:upon' 
the Governor,. the Legislative Assembly, by enactment, 
have usirped that power, by making all - stich. officers 
elective by the ‘joint vote of the’ two -Housés “of ' ‘that 
body, independent of the Governor. | :

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difficulty and confusion, cannot be questioned: In mj 


message to the Legislative Assembly at its last ‘session,’ 


I called special attention to these obnoxious’ statutes, 
asking their repeal, and the enactment öf laws upon that 
subject which would be in conformity with the Organieé 
Act; but, my recommendations went for naught, and the 
persons thus illegally elected, including all of the Terri- 
torial officers, were continued, and are now in office, in 
effect obstructing the administration of justice, and pre- 
venting the correction of existing evils. 

Again, it has been repeatedly held by the District 
Courts, and affirmed by the Supreme Court of.the Terri- 
tory, that the Probate Courts under the Organic Act, 
have, no equity or criminal jurisdiction; and yet, in. con- 
tempt of such decisions, the Probate Courts throughout 
the Territory, exercise a jurisdiction concurrent with the 
District Courts, determining questions in equity, issuing 
writs of Habeas Corpus, in some instances discharging 
persons held by the District Courts for felonies not bail- 
able, and empanneling grand juries, and putting persone 
upon trial for liberty and life. 

' Again, in 1862 the Congress of the United States en- 
acted a law making ‘plural marriage a crime. And yet, it 
cannot be denied that plural marriage is now practiced to a 
great extent in this Territory, in direct violation of that 
law. It is not sufficient to say’ that the law is unconstitu- 


tional, The Supreme Court of the United States has not so . 


decided. Until that is done, it is the law of the land, and. 
should be obeyed. ` 

' In my Message to the Legislative Assembly at its 
session in 1872, I called attention to’ the violation of this 
‘Act, and -urged ‘the enactments of. a Jaw prohibiting it i in 
the fature ; but-I regret to say, nothing was done. `’ 
` ' -Can we in truth, state that no law of the United States 
is violated i in Utah, or ask the Congress to investigate, and 
Inquire’ into the‘ truth of that’ which no one denies? T can- 
not. Again, it is well known that a large number of homi- 
cides have beén committed in this Territory; and in many 
instances no-attempt to bring’ the persons charged with 
such crimes to’ trial has'been made. Indeed, such are the 
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defects of the laws, that no legal ‘conviction can be had. 
Again, the Legislative’ Assembly at its session in 1870, in. 
direct violation of the established doctrine of the nation, 
conferred the right to vote upon every woman who is “ the 
wife, widow or daughter of a native born or naturalized cit- 
izen of the United Stated;” without requiring that they 
shall have attained the age of twenty-one years, or-perfec‘ed 
a citizenship under the naturalization laws of the United 
States, thus conferring upon aliens and minors the right of 
suffrage. é ~. 


If there has been improper legislation in the past, 
usurping the prerogative of the Governor in the election of 
Territorial officers, in a manner unknown to, and in viola- 
tion of the Organic Act; if the estabished doctrine of the 
Republic has been violated by permitting aliens and minors 


- to exercise the elective franchise; if the laws governing 


proceedings in the Courts are so defective that there is no 
protection to life, liberty or property, and criminals go ùn- 
punished; if the Probate Courts in defiance of the decisions 
of the District and Supreme Courts, have been and are now 
exercising an unwarranted and improper jurisdiction, it is 
our duty to repeal without delay, all obnoxious legislation, 
and enact such laws, and so perfect the machinery of gov- 
ernment, as to protect alike the rights of all, punish crime, 
and make it impossible for abuses of any kind to occur in 
the future. 


Then will order be brought out of confusion; and 
peace and prosperity take up their abode in our midst. 
Most of the questions now attracting public attention in 
Utah, are matters for judicial investigation alone. But the 
Courts without further legislation are powerless. My oft- 
repeated recommendations are before you. The power to 
correct all is in your hands. It is yourduty to exereise it, But 
if you fail, neglect or refuse to meet these public wants, it 
is the right—it is the duty of Congress to legislate for us. 
And, “looking to the best interests of the whole people of 


the Territory,” I shall ask it from a sense of duty.

I herewith return a bill entitled “< hi Act defining the 
qualifications of, and' the mode of selecting and summoning 
Grand and Petit Jurors for District Cons ” without my 
approval. t 

There are several objections to the bill, any one of 
which would be fatal. 

It is substantially the same as the jury law now in 
force, the only material difference being in substituting the 
sheriffs for the Territorial marshal as the summoning officers 
‘for the courts. 

Section 6 provides “ That when a court is to be held 
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for a district, the’ judge thereof may at his discretion, ap- 


. portion the jurors, both grand and petit, to two or more of 


the counties of his district. 

` Section 9 provides that when the drawing of the panel is 
so perfected, and the Clerk of the District Court has issued 
his venires, it shall be the duty of the sheriff of the county 
where the District Court is to be held, to summon the per. 
sons named, thus extending the jurisdiction of a sheriff of a 


` county throughout an entire judicial district, making such 


officer to all intents and purposes, a district officer. 

If sittings of the District Courts could be holden in 
each ofthe counties of their several districts, the attempted 
change abolishing the office of Territorial Marshal, and im- 
posing the duties of that officer upon the sheriffs of the 
counties would not be objectionable, providing the Organic 
Act did not intervene to prevent it. But if a sheriff of a 
county is to do district duty, of what advantage is it over 
the system now in force? None whatever. The only dif- 


. ference is that it takes the appointing power away from the 


Governor, and gives it to the people. Under the law of 
Congress regulating the District Courts, no officer ‘can serve 
process, unless a District or a Territorial officer, and such 
offices can only be filled by the nomination of the Govern 
or and confirmation by the Legislative Council, as provided 
in the seventh section of the Organic Act. 


Again, the 13th section of the bill in question provides 
“That ‘a District Court is hereby empowered to sit at the 
county’ seat of any county within its district, to try cases 
arising in such county, whenever the County. ‘Court of said 
County shall make provision to defray the expenses of said 
Court.” 

Has the Legislature the right to confer that power 
upon the County, Courts? Let us examine. 

Congress, by -an act, approved July 21, 1868, con- 
ferred the right upon the Governor to fix the times and 
places of holding the District Courts in this Territory, and 
expressly prohibited the holding of more than two terms in 
any one District in any one year. 

That the 13th section of the bill in question comes. di- 


rectly in conflict with this law of Congress is too plain to 
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require nomni Congress gave to the Governor the 
power to fix the times and places of holding the District 
Courts. The 13th section of the Bill gives it to the County 
Courts. Congress provides that there shall not be more 
than two terms in any one District in any one year. The 
13th section of this Bill provides for as many terms as 
there are counties in the District. - 

Again, this bill contemplates that the Jurors, Grand 
and Petit, drawn by the County Courts, shall be the Jurors 
for all purposes, as well in matters arising under the laws 
of the United States, as in matters arising under the laws 
of the Territory. I do not hesitate to say, that in my 
judgment, the Legislative Assembly has no right to provide 
for Juries for the trial of causes arising under the laws of 
the United States. The United States Marshal alone can 
summon Juries for that purpose. There are other objec- 
tions to the bill, but the ones referred to are deemed 
sufficient.

A bill in relation to District Attorneys is herewith 
returned without my approval. 

-The Organic Act is the’ immediate source of all legis- 
lative authority, and as the object sought by this bill does 
not come within the purview of that act of Congress, I 
cannot consent that it shall become a law. 

The seventh section of the Organic Act provides : 

“That all township, district and county officers, not 
herein otherwise provided for, shall be appointed or elected, 
as the case may be, in such manner as may ‘be provided by 
the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Utah.” 

“The Governor shall nominate, and, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Council, appoint all 
officers not herein otherwise provided for.”. 

There are three classes of officers, and three methods 
of filling the same referred to in the Organic Act— 
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1. “ Those to be appointed by the President of the 
United States—the Governor, Secretary, Judges of the 
Supreme Court, Marshal, Attorney, and the like. 

2. “Those to be elected in such. manner as may be 
provided by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Utah’—that is to say, Township officers, such 
as Justices of the Peace and Constables; District officers, 
such as School Directors and Road Supervisors; and 
County officers, such as Selectmen, Sheriffs, Assessors, 
and the like.

Of course it is expected that the General Govern- 
ment will reimburse the Territory these expenses, pay-

Qur expectations in this regard, as to the ultimate

GENTLEMEN : I have the honor to present a report 
relative to the City Asylum and Hospital from Dec. 31st, 
1871, to Dec. 31st, 1873. 

On the 31st Dec., 1871, there were six patients re- 
maining at the institution, two males and four females, all 
of whom were insane. 

Since that time nineteen patients have been received ; 
of that number fourteen have been insane, six males and 
eight females, and five persons have been siek. Seven 
deaths have occurred ; six persons have been discharged and 
two removed by friends. At-the close of the quarter end- 
ing Dec. 31st, 1873, there were ten patients remaining at 

ithe institution, three males and six females, who were in- 
sane, and one person sick. 

The expenses incurred from Dec. 31st, 1871, to Dec. 
31st, 1873, for board and care of patients, bedding, cloth- 
ing, medical attendance, repairs, etc., including salary of 
superintendent, steward, and his assistants, amount to $14,- 
684.74. The receipts, including the Territorial appropria- 
tion, amount to $10,205.10, leaving a balance of $4,479.64. 

_ The inmates of the institution, as a general thing, are 
in the lowest stage of insanity, andit has become necessary 
to enlarge the building and make better provision for the 
security of patients that are violent, and to introduce heat- 
ing apparatus for the better protection and comfort of the 
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inmates, and to secure the building from fire, and I respect- 
fully ask that an appropriation: be made to aid in making 
improvements, and to assist in sustaining the institution.

Sir: A bill entitled “An Act to provide for a Gen- 
eral Lien for Common Carriers, and for the sale of prop- 
erty not delivered,” is returned to the House in which it 
originated, without my approval. 


The first and fourth Sections of the act are objec- 
tionable for the reason that they subvert a long estab- 
lished rule, commended alike for its convenience and for 
its justice, and create a preferred lien against all other 
creditors for debts not incurred in respect to the partic- 
ular property which is the subject of the lien.

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_ . The provisions of the second and third sections are 
objectionable, except that a provision should be made 
for refunding any surplus, after sale, and payment of 
indebtedness, ‘to the debtor, or his agent, in lieù of pay- 
ing the same into the Territorial Treasury.

To approve a bill containing so 
large an appropriation without an opportunity for exam- 
ination commensurate with its Paonia ought not 
to be expected. 

I can state generally that many items appropriate 
moneys without any authority of previous law, and with- 
out any evidence of the justice of the claim to be paid, 
that funds in others are appropriated although the offi- 
cers for whom they are intended, have already received 
the money for which the appropriation is proposed ; 
again, other appropriations are made to individuals when 
they should be, if made at all, to the officer; and the 
whole system adopted, seems to be irregular, vicious and: 
unprecedented. I could not, in any view that I can take 
of my duty, approve the items numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 
7, 8, 12, 18, 14, 17, 18, 20, 23, 29, 33, 35, 39, 40 (in part) 
42, 43, "46. The bill appropriates an amount nearly 
equaling the revenue which will be collected in the next 
six years, estimated by the collections of the-past two 
years. 

The items not numbered are not so objectionable 
that I should feel called upon to interpose any exception, 
although many of them- are not accompanied by such
